Washington, January 7.—The 
peace treaty, as a campaign issue, 
loomed conspicuously on the polit- 
ical horizon today as leaders of the 
democratic party, gathered here for 
the quadrennial meeting of the 
democratic national committee laid 
preliminary plans for the presiden- 
tial contest. 

Already overshadowing the fight 
for the national convention, which 
apparently narrowed during the day 
to Kansas City and San Francisco, 
discussion of the treaty got an ad- 
ditional impetus when it became 
known that at its meeting tomorrow 
the committee would be asked by 
its officers to formally put itself 
squarely behind President Wilson

Resolution Prepared. 

A resolution making such a dec- 
laration was prepared for presen- 
tation and Chairman Cummina, of 
the committee, predicted that it 
would be adopted... It is understood 
to be In general terms, indorsing 
the president's course without de- 
claring specifically for unreserved 
ratification, but Mr. Cummins said 
the Intention was to make its lan- 
Ruage so plain that there would be 
no doubt that the party stood “be- 
hind the president.” 

The announcement stirred up end- 
less speculation when it was cé- 
pled with unverified reports that 
William Jennings Bryan would ad- 
vocate a different course in his 
speech at the big Jackson day ban- 
quet to be held under the auspices 
of the comynittee tomorrow night. 
No one professed to know Mr. Bry- 
an's intentions, but many committee- 
men were turning over in their 
minds various stories quoting him 
as advocating ratification with any 
compromise that could be secured. 

Unknown Quantity. 

Involved in the possibilities of 
this situation was another unknown 
quantity—the message which Presi- 
dent Wilson is to send to his fellow 
democrats at the banquet. It gen- 
erally has been assumed that he 
will touch on the treaty, but there

KILLED IN MEXICO

Washington, January 7.—Gabriele 
Porter, an American citizen in the 
employ of Penn-Mex company, was 
shot andekilled by a Mexican federal 
army officer at Tuxpam on Decem- 
ber 21, according to advices re- 
ceived by the state department to- 


day from the American consul at« 


Tampico. 
The Mexican authorities first re- 
ported Porter had been accidentally 


hot by a companion in’a party re- 
_ aetna from a dance, Investiga- 
tion by the Penn-Mex officials and 
by the American consul was said 
to have developed, however, that he 


was shot by an army officer, Por- 
ter’s home was in Fullerton, Cal. 


The consul immediately was or- 
dered to report further information 
and, if the circumstances Wa&arrant- 
éd,to urge the local authorities in 
the Tampico district to arrest and 
punish the guilty person. 

This makes a total of 20 Ameri- 
cans killed in the Tampico district 
by Mexicans since April 7, 1917. 
Eighteen of them were employees of 
American oil companies. 

The Mexican government has been 
called upon by the state depart- 
ment to use every means possible 
to apprehend and punish the mur- 
derersa of F. J. toney and Earl 
Rowles. American oil men in the 
Tampico field, whose deaths were 
reported yesterday. They were em- 
ployees of the International Petro- 
leum company, and were supposed 
to have had the company’s payroll 
when they were killed.

Mex company, was accidentally kill- 
ed at Tuxpam, Mexico, December 12, 
in the view of the company’s offi- 
clals here. 

“The report which we received 
from our Mexicahm manager was to 
the effect that Porter met his death 
accidentally. We don’t know what 
news the state department has, but 
we believe our information is cor- 
rect.” it was said at the companys 
offices.

Federal legislation, which pro- 
vides for heavy punishment for au- 
tomobile thieves, was invoked last 
night in order to secure the re- 
arrest of W. H. Cox, charged with 
being one of the leaders in a well- 
organized gang, opefating all over 
the south, when the Chattanooga 
police authorities wired the Atlanta 
department that another warrant 
had been sworn out against him. 

Cox, who was jailed recently with 
two alleged confederates at a High- 
land avenue garage, in which sev- 
eral automobiles said to have been 
stolen were recovered, and who was 
released Tuesday under a $1,000 
bond, was at once torky in jail

After his arrest, Cox refused to 
make a detailed Statement, but is- 
sued a sweeping dénial of any con- 


detectives believe is responsible for

“Have Wrong Man.” 

“The police simply have the 
wrong man,” declared Cox, “and 
their mistake will soon be discov- 
ered. I know nothing whatever of 
any ‘gang’ responsible for the theft 
of a single machine, and I don’t 
think I will have any trouble estab- 
lishingy my innocence.” 

The detectives, on the other hand, 
are confident that the arrests of 
Cox and his alleged confederates 
were the initial ones in a campaign 
that would soon sweep the entire 
southern section of the country. 

Confined in separate cells at the 
statjon house are H. P. Terrell, of 
Atlanta, and Odell Armour, of Com- 
merce, arrested with Cox at the 
Highland avenue garage. Both. men 
refused time after time Wednesday 
to make any statement concerning 
the police allegations that they 
were members of the bank.

PLUMB HAS PLAN 
FOR ALL INDUSTRY 


Author of Famous Rail- 
road “Plan” to Announce 
Industrial Program 


Modeled Along Same}Though No Intimation as 


Lines. 7 


Washington, January 7.—(By the | 
Associated Press.)—A Plumb: plan. 
for all American industry, modelled 
after the plan of the same name 
for the railroads, has been prepared 
and is expected to be publicly ah- 
nounced soon.— 

Copies of the plan, captioned “An 
Industrial Program by Glenn E. 
Plumb,” are being circulated in 
Washington, and some of them have 
been received in government cir- 
clés. 

Briefly the plan proposes for all 
American industry the system of 
tri-partite railroad control advanced 
some time ago, with the backing of 
the great peer ape and which, 
it has been announced, would be 
made an issue at the elections, 

It proposes practically the same 
division of representation for capi- 
tal, labor and the public. | 

Industry is classed into four divi- 
sions in this way: 

1. Those “individualistic in own- 
ership and operation, including the 
farmer and the smal! artisan, con- 
tractor and manufacturer, who is 
both capitalist, laborer and con- 
sumer.” 

2. All industries “formerly indi- 
vidualistic, but which through or- 
ganization have so developed that 
ownership is separated from labor 
and concerns itself only in direc- 
tion and supervision of production, 
in which it engages the efforts of 
others who have no share in own- 
ership.” 

3. Industries “based upon a grant 
from society in the shape of a fran- 
chise, grant or privilege or monopo- 
ly” In this division are included 
all public service corporations ex- 
cept those engaged in interstate 
commerce “and all industries en- 


gaged in exploiting natural re- 
sources.” These latter are detybooe d. 
as including mines, gés and water- 
power. 

4. Railroads and commercial) 
transportation facilities. The plan 
explains that these are considered 
separately from the public service 
facilities embraced in the third di- 
Vision, because the former are “un- 
der local control, created by local 
authorities and subject to local reg- 
ulations.” 

The “fundamental interest” in 
these indastries, the Plumb plan de- 
clares, “is the need of society for 
the products of that industry or the 
service which it renders, that calls 
the industry into being. Im. the 
first two classes wheng society has 
made no grant the free working of 
the law of supply and demand pro- 
tects the public interest.” 

“Public interest” is defined in the 
plan as follows: 

“It is the right of the public to 
obtain better, cheaper or more prod- 
ugts or service as the progress of 
the arts permits the making of more 
or better goods or service at a low- 
er cost of production. The consti- 
tution denies the power of the pub- 
lic so to exercise its power or reg- 
utation as to depri the owner of 
the property of his Investment, ac- 
tually, honestly and prudently made, 
or of a fair return on such invest- 
ment. If society pays more than 
this amount, which the owner re- 
tains as a profit, society pays more 
than it lawfully is required to pay 
and the owner receives more than 
he is lawfully entitled to receive.” 

“This,” says the Plumb plan, “in- 
troduces perpetual conflict between 
society in the exercise of this pub- 
lic regulation and the agent it has 
created for its service,” and resnits 
in “supplying luxuries and procur- 
ing greater revenues for those who 
benefit in these exactions.” 

Under the heading, “rights of la- 
bor,” the plan declares that the 
measure of what a workman shall 
receive “depends entirely upon the 
amount in value of service which he 
renders. He is entitled to receive 
an equivalent amount in value of 
the services of others. The wage 
system disregards this human 
right.” 

In its conclusion the resume de- 
clares “the existing industrial sys- 
tem is crashing around our ears,” 
that wages bear no relation to the 
value of services rendered ands that

Washington, January 7.—The 
Jackson day twin banquets, the 
most enthusiastic joint celebration 
of pure Jeffersonian and militant 
Jacksonian democracy ever cele- 
brated in America, Will begin at 
the same hour at the Willard and 
the Washington hotels Thursday 
evening with a toast “to Woodrow 
Wilson, the foremost citizen of the 
world;” and with one fhecora the 
more than eight hundred democratic 
leaders from every nook and corner 
of this great country, men and 
women alike, will demonstrate their 
love and loyalty for the great par- 
ty leader who is even now worn 
and stricken by his service to. hu- 
manity. 

National Chairman Cummings will 
propose the toast at the conclusion 
of his opening remarks as toast 
master at thé Willard, and simulta- 
neously Vice Chairman Kramer will 
propose the toast at the Washing- 
ton board.

MINERS APPROVE 
ACT OF LEADERS 


United Mine Workers In- 
dorse Calling Off of 


Strike—“America First,” } 


Declares Lewis. 


Columbus, Ohio, January 7.—Inter- 
national officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America will go before 
the commission appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson to arbitrate final set- 
tlement of the controversy between 
the miners and operators with the 
backing of the rank &and file of the 
miners:of the country as a result 
of action here today of the recon- 
vened convention of the miners’ 
organization. 

By a vote of 1,639 to 221, the con- 
vention adopted the motion of Phil- 
ip Murray, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania soft coal miners, to indorse 
the action of the international of- 
ficers in calling off.the strike and 
agreeing to accept the president’s 
proposal, which provides for a four- 


teen per cent advance in wages and 
agreement to submit all questions 
in ‘dispute to the president’s com- 
mission, 

The convention adjourned sine die 
and acting President Lewis and Sec- 
retary Green will meet with the in- 
ternational executive board of the 
miners’ organization here tomorrow 
before going te Washington, where 
they are to appear next Monday be- 
fore: the président’s coal commis- 
sion: The Hearing in Washington 
fs called for the purpose of allowing 
the miners’ scale committee of the 
central competitive field to present 
the miners’ case to the commission. 
John P. White, one of the members

“Noisy” Minority. 

Union ¢hiefs of the miners’ organ- 
ization were happy tonight over 
what is regarded as a complete vic- 
dication of their action by the con- 
vention. The vote came after three 
days of debate and a stormy windup 
in which a smal Ibut noisy minority 
tried to swing the convention in 
favor of postponing the acceptance 
of the president’s proposal until 
after the commission has made its 
award. 4

demanding their removal from office

Repudiate Charges. 

The charges were signed by Joe 
Lynol and Thomas . O'Connor, 
Peoria, Ill, delegates. President 
Lewis vacated the chair and turned 
the gavel over to J. C. wis, pres- 
ident+of the Iowa miners, when the 
charges were brought. Secertary 
Green hesitated about reading 
them, because he was involved. The 
convention then voted to require 
Lynol, the author of the charges, 
to read them. Lynol refused, say- 
ing he was not responsible for 
the charges, but was instructed by 
his local union to present them. 
Green then read the charges, and 
the convention lates’ by an almost 
unanimous. vote, . repudiated the 
record of the proceedings.

Opponents: -of: ‘the’ settlement 
called for speeches from Frank 
Farrington, president of -the Illi- 
nois mtners; ‘and Alex Howat, of 
the Kansas miners. Farrington 
arose and tried to. obtain recognition 
from Secretary Green, who occupied 
the chair, after the convention had 
voted to close debate. reen ruled 
him out of order.

In explaining why he had decided 
toacceptthe president’s propesal of 
settlement, Lewis said he “had no 
desire to defeat the United States 
government in a contest.” 

“America First.” 

“T shall never lead any organiza- 
tion but an American  organiza- 
tion,” Lewis declared, “and if the 
day ever comes when this organi- 
zation is dominated by people who 
are false to American traditions, 
that day I will cease to be an offi- 
cer in it.” 4 

Lewis pointed out that through- 
out the forty days’ strike not a sin- 
gle life was lost, and said he was 
grateful “because no widow's lam- 
entations or watis of orphans as- 
sail our ears.” He said the organi- 
zation had emerged unscathed, 
whereas continuation of the strik 
and revolt against the government 
outs have meant “disaster and de- 
eat.”

RETURN OF ROADS 
UNDER OLD SYSTEM 
WILL BE FAILURE 


Director General Walker 

D. Hines Declares Fun- 
| damental Reconstruction 
of Railroads in United 
States Is Necessary. 


FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE 
IN POLICY ADVOCATED 


Hines Gives Views of 
Railroad Problem Be- 
fore Bar Association of 
New York. é 


New York, January 7.—(¢Special) 
Unless the railroads of the United 
States can be fundamentally recon- 
structed their return to private con- 
trol will prove progressively dis- 
appointing, with the ultimate result 
of outright government ownership, 
declared Walker D. Hines, director 
general of railroads, in an address 
delivered tonight before the associa- 
tion of the bar of the city of New 
York. ~ 

Fundamental changes advocated 
by Director Hines included: 

Representation of the public and 
labor as well as capital in the rail- 
road systems. 

Establishment of a definite stand- 
ard’ of rates which would produce 
earnings clearly in excess of reason- 
able returns, this excess to be used 
as a reserve for years of depres- 
sion and also to be left with the 
company earning it to stimulate ef- 
ficiency. y. 

In beginning his address Director 
Hines reviewed the condition of rail- 
road regulation in 1917 just prior 
to federal control. He pointed out 
that while there weré no less than 
100 systems inseparably linked in a 
common transportation system it 
was almost impossible to secure re- 
sults ithout joint action and al- 
most impossible to secure joint ac- 
tion. Regulation had already mada 
important headway, he declared, 
both by congress and the interstate 
commission and by action of state 
legislatures, Railroad labor was 
also well organized, he said, yet 
neither of these factors in their va- 
rious acts took into consideration 
any definite basis for a common un- 
derstanding. As the result of these 
many agencies working at cross 
purposes the situation became to 
be considered as almost impossi- 
ble and a joint committee, known 
as the Newlands committee, was 
appointed to study the difficulties. 
Before it reported, however, war 
conditions came and federal control 
began. 

Must Cure Difficulties. 

“I do not believe,” declared Mr. 
Hines,” we will ever obtain an effec- 
tive solution without removing the 
fundamental difficulties which I 
have suggested. 

“First, I believe that there will 
be a prompt and liberal treatment 
of rate questions until profits clear- 
ly in excess of a fair return are ap- 
propriated in part to the public 
interest. 

“As an illustration, I have in mind 
one important railroad company 
whose railroad, even in this diffi- 
cult year, will earn over 
140 per cent of the stand- 
ard return, and this company 
has in the past paid high dividends 
and in addition has had a large an- 
nual surplus. When the railroad 
companies apply for an increase in 
rates it will inevitably be urged that 
an increase ought not to be grant- 
ed which would still further in- 
crease the large profits of this com- 
pany. For example, an increase of 
20 per cent in the freight rates of 
this company would give it a net 
operating income more than twice 
the standard return, assuming that 
it continued to enjoy the same busi- 
ness. I have no doubt that such a 
prospect would stimulate the most 
persistent opposition to the increase 
and the result might be that an 
increase seriously needed by oth- 
er companies would be defeated sim- 
ply because the giving of the in- 
crease would yield what would be 


regarded as a grossly excessive 
profit for this favored company. 1 
see no way to meet such a situation 
except to provide for a division of 
the excess over a clearly reasonable 
return. Of course enough of the 
excess should be given to the com- 
pany to stimulate efficiently in op- 
eration, but beyond that point the 
fact that the company would get the 
excess would be a serious obstruc- 
tion to the railroads in general get- 
ting an increase to which on the 
average they might be entitled. The 
excess thus appropriated for the 
public interest should be largely 
|placed in reserves @o as to protect 
the general railroad situation in yin- 
favorable years. Such a course 
would quiet agitation, will stabilize 
the situation, and without it I be- 
lieve it would be impossible to get 
prompt and liberal treatment of any 
rate increase question. 

“I believe there muat be a definite 
standard by which the reasonable- 
ness of the general rate level] can 
be measured. In the past there has 
been no appreciable standard. Plaus- 
ible arguments could mad-~ 
against any increase that was 
sourht under any conditions.

had grown stronger. 

Street Carmen’s Demands. 

The street car company was also 
said to have intimated that the de- 
mands being made on the company 
now are the work of an “active 
few,” and that the rank and file of 
the union did not know of them. 

The demands said to have been 
made on the company for 1920, de- 
tails of which the officers of the 
company would not disclose, were 
said to have been presented to the 
officials on December 29, by H. O. 
Teat, business agent for the Amal- 
gamated Street and Electric Rail- 
way Employees of America. Mr. 
Teat, however, could not be reached 
last night for a statement. 

The men are receiving 40 cents 
an hour under the present contract 
and, according to statements made, 
are asking for a 50 per ce in- 
crease, which would amount toa to- 
tal of 60 cents per hour.

Mr. Hines continued: 

“Special stress has been laid by 
some of the critics of the railroad 
administration upon the increase in 
the number of employees. This in- 
crease is principally accounted for 
by the establishment of an eight- 
hour day and involves no increase 
in the number of hours of labor paid 
for. Obviously, if éighty hours of 
labor are to be done ten employee’S 
will-be required on the basis of an 
eight-hour day, a® comparea with 
only eight on the basis of a ten-hour 
day, and yet only eighty hours will 
be paid for in either case. To a con- 
siderable extent it is undoubtedly 
true tht the larger number of em- 
ployees has been due to the loss of 
experienced employees on account 
of the war and to the exceptional 
turnover of employees, which has 
been a natural characteristic of the 
industrial change and unrest. In 
these respects the railroad admin- 
istration does not differ from other 
industrial enterprises. It is impor- 
tant to bear in mind that the num- 
ber of hours of work paid for is in 
the control of the experienced rail- 
road officers as far as it can be 
controled in view of general indus- 
trial conditions. The central! admin- 
itsration is constantly checking up 
this situation and bringing to the 
attention of local officers any cases 
which arise and which indicate the 
payment for unnecessary hours of 
work. The influence of the central 
administration, therefore, is con- 
sistently exercised in favor of a re- 
duction in the hours of work paid 
for rather than in favor of an in- 
— in the hours of work paid 
or.”” 

Turning to the selection of offi- 
cials and employees under federal 
control, Mr. Hines declared that at 
no time did polities enter into the 


appointment of any official or man 
by the railroad administration, 
Point of Difference. 

Returning to the results of rail- 
road operation under federal con- 
trol Mr. Hines said: “Let me em- 
Phasize that the striking respect in 
which rivate enterprise has been 
more effective than the railroad ad- 
ministration is that the private en- 
terprise has been so much more ef- 
ficient in raising the prices which 
have been imposed upon the public, 
while the railroad administration 
has endeavored to protect the pub- 
lic and the business of the country 
from any ‘unnecessary increase in 
the level of the railroad rate struc- 
ture. The entire increase in rates 
since 1914 has ben on an average 
for the country only about 33 per 
cent. In that time the increase in 
en ge of the articles transported 

as varied from 60 per cent and 80 
per cent up to 150 per cent. 

“Let me, in conclusion, again re- 
mind you of the conditions which 
prevailed in 1917. We get no clear- 
er or more striking picture of these 
conditions than that which was pre- 
sented by the railroad executives to 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in the late fall of 1917 in be- 
half of the effort then made to se- 
cure an increase in rates. The con- 
ditions were then summed up on 
behalf of the railroad interests as 
follows: 

“(a) Continuous increases in the 
cost of labor, fuel, supplies, taxes 
and of obtaining new capital. 

“(b) Inability to secure and 
tain efficient labor. 

“(c) Curtailment of. maintenance 
expenses, which curtailment is due 
in part to inability to secure neces- 
sary labor and materials. 

“(d) Decrease in net operating in- 


come, notwithstanding larg in- 
in operating revenugi

“Let us not forget that condi- 
tions of this character were the 
outgrowth of the imperfect system 
of management and regulation 
which existed at that time and let 
us take the lesson to heart in con- 
sidering whether there must not be 
a fundamental reconstruction of the 
scheme of management and regula- 
tion if any of the useful features 
of private control are to be re-es- 
tablished with any reasonable hope 
as Shete being permanently success- 
ul.”

How to Freshen,

cherries, peaches and pears may be 
used in place of the apples, or 
raspberries, blackberries, strawber- 
ries, cranberries and huckleberries: 
use two cups of fruit and seven 
cups of water. 

For cabbage, turnips, tomatoes, 
Spinach, string beans, carrots, soup 
vegetables, squash and onions, add 
nine cups of water to every two 
cups of vegetables. 

To cook bring to a boil and sim- 
mer slowly until tender. Let the 
water evaporate as much as possi- 
ble. Drain, season and serve. 

Use bacon or ham fat for season- 
ing the dried vegetables. This gives 
them a splendid flavor. Dried peas, 
beans, lentils also may be included 
on this list, not forgetting the soy 
beans and cowpeas.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


With the opening of the Atlanta 
public schools following the mid- 
winter vacation period, approxi- 


mately 600 children between the 
ages of 8 and 14 years who had 
not previously been in attendan.> 
were enrolled for the remaining 
half of the school year. 

Similar proportionate increases 
in attendditce are reported from 
other Georgia cities, and from all 
parts of the state. 

This is attributed to the new 
compulsory school attendance law, 
which became effective January 1; 
and it indicates not only the broad- 
ening of the opportunities open to 
the boys and girls of Georgia, but 
a commendable spirit of willing- 
ness on the part of the parents 
and guardians of the children of 
Georgia to comply with the law. 

It is not to be presumed that 
the number of new enrollments 
that featured the opening of th: 
schools after the holidays includes 
all of the children within the pur- 
view of the law who have not 
heretofore enjoyed the privilege of 
attending school. 

Undoubtedly there are many 
who are not yet enrolled; and per- 
haps there are many who will not 
have been enrolled by the time 
the statutory ten-days’ period “of 
grace” expires, for it was to be 
expected that a certain percentaje 
of the parents and guardians of 
Georgia children would stand out 
against this innovation as long as 
possible. . 

But there is a means provided 
by which to locate and deal with 
such obstructionists, and _ their 
cases will be duly looked after by 
the authorities commissioned to 
enforce the law. 

The increased enrollment thus 
far reported is itself highly gratify- 
ing; and even if the law served to 
bring only one child off the street 
or out of the workroom and put 
him in school it would have amply 
justified its existence! 


DEATH IN THE GRATE. 


Another death has occurred in 
Atlanta, that of a highly-respected 
citizen, to add to the ghastly toll 
of human life that is claimed each 
year by the open grate. 

In most instances the open grate 
victim is a woman or a child, 
whose. loose-flying raiment is 
sucked into the unscreened fire- 
place or wafted into the open fire 
by a sudden draft from an open 
window or door; but this time it 
was a man 66 years of age, who

And, while exact statistics are 
not at hand, it is safe to say that 
the number of people who are 
burned in varying degrees of seri- 
ousness runs into the hundreds; 
and the total of property loss that 
is occasioned in Georgia each win- 
ter by carelessness with grate 
fires amounts to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars.

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| Just From Georgia Another Turkish Convalescence 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
That part of the capital, a very 
tiny part, which knows its Paris 
conference, is watching, the latest 


difference of opinion of London and 
Paris over the Eastern question, 
with undisguised ifiterest.- It. is 
only a little more than @ year agu 
that another dispute over Near 
Eastern matters produced the first 
real fissure between the British 
and French partpers in the alliance 
which had just defeated Germany. 
And not long after that dispute de- 
veloped, the United States began to 
be mentioned by many onlookers ag 
the certain mandatory for Armenia, 
for Constantinople, presently for 
Turkey itself. 


Back of all else in this earlier 
dispute lay the rivalries of two for- 
eign offices, which for centuries had 


been engaged in unending battle, 
battle of: the diplomatic sort, only 
occasionally rising to the level of 
real incidents, disputes that found 
their way into the newspapers and 
led ,to recriminations between cap- 
itals, of the old-fashioned sort. 
Even the outward manifestations 
were absent after the famous gen- 
eral liquidation of 1898, which led 
to the later agreements in Morocco 
and Egypt, led to the German be- 
lief in “an encircling policy,” led to 
the several Moroccan affairs, led 
ineluctably toward the world war 
itself. 
Old Battle Begins Again. 

United first by the entente cor. 
diale, then by an alliance in the 
presence of the enemy, lastly by the 
terrible experience of four years of 
struggle, the French and _ British 
public forgot old jealousies and 
rivalries. But not the foreign of- 
fices. Once victory was attained, 
there began the age-long battle 
over the re-distribution of the east. 

I’rance had rights in Syria, recog- 
nized by treaties, surviving in some- 
thing more than tradition since the 
crusades; Great Britain had Egypt, 
the land-road to India, old obliga- 
tions and new ones to consider. 


The result was a battle which, 
seldom rising to full view, poisoned 
the peace conference for weeks and 


months, British champions of the 
foreign office policy whispered in 
American ears the corroding idea 
that French imperialism was wak- 
ening, that Fratice, without the 
requisite resources, Was aiming at 
vast colonial ventures, against the 
will of the peoples concerned, us-~- 
ing several of the president’s four- 
teen points, ineluding that relating 
to self-determination. 


French retorts were prompt and 
telling—when had _ self-determina- 
tion been applied to Egypt? Was 


not Britain, as usual, sweeping up 
the outlying provinces of the world, 
gathering in the few remaining 
tidbits, while Paris solemnly de- 
bated the division of European ter- 
ritory, not desired by the British 
in terms of President Wilson. 


Now in all this there was nothing 
of the expression of the will or wish 
of the people of either nation. In 


the main neither the British nor the 
French people were aware of this 
little battle between foreign  of- 
fices, but it did a world of harm. It 
contributed immensely to creating 
the impression in American minds, 
so familiar now, that the conference 
of Paris had degenerated into a 
mere squabble for plunder and bat- 
tle over the spoil. 


In the end the thing was com- 
promised, as it was always bound 
to be. Each foreign office ob- 


tained all that it had actually ex- 
pected to obtain. Syria was left to 
France with a somewhat mythical 
arrangement with the Arabs in the 
back country, and Mesopotamia re- 
mained British, with the Holy Land 
sandwiched in between, recognized 
in some fashion to be under Brit- 
ish protection. General Gouraud, 
who won the last battle of Cham- 
paigne, which was the first round 
in the scond battle of the Marne, is 
in Syria and in due course of time 
the French will have occupied their 
own proper sphere, the British will 
have concolidated their hold in re- 
gions clearly necessary to protect 
their eastern empire, 


But one consequence of this dis-

little or no reservations indicated 
their approval of the idea that the 


United States should become man- 
datory for Armenia, for Constanti- 
nople, for the whole of Turkey, out- 
side of the French and British 
spheres. At one stage American oc- 
cupation of Constantifople was as 
good as settled and Europe breathed 
more freely because it removed one 
choice bit of fighting ground from 
the area of foreign office conflict. 


But presently it bécame less prob- 
able that America would act for 
Armenia, for Constantinople, would 


take any mandate whatsoever. Then 
the Italians began to stake out their 
Claim, along the Gulf of Adalia, the 
Greeks appeared in Smyrna, with 
the approval of the British and the 
French. But there remained Con- 
stantinople, and presently the two 
foreign offices joined battle with 
» oy results which we are beginning 
Oo see. 


Engaged in New Maneuver. 

But it is a characteristic of for- 
eign offices that they are only in- 
terested in the matter in hand. A 


little thing like consistency does 
not count. Thus for more than half 
& century the British foreign office 
maintained the Turk in Constanti- 
nople to the great scandal of civil- 
ization. Today it is the French for- 
eign office that would have the 
Turk stay on the Golden Horn and 
it is the British, which talks earn- 
estly about the end of bundling the 
“Sick Man of Europe” back to 
Brusa or Kanieh and the substitu- 
tion of an international rule for that 
of the Osmanli. 


This new dispute simply medns 
that two foreign offices are en- 
gaged in a new maneuver. The 


Turk seems useful to the Quai @’Or- 
say, Downing street finds him ex- 
actly the sort of hideous and offend- 
ing anachronism that he seemed to 
most of the rest of the world when 
Disraeli went to Berlin and brought 
back “peace with honor’ which 
amounted to obtaining a new lease 
for the Turk at his capital. 


To keep the Turk in Europe, in 
Constantinople, can only mean to 
postpone any settlement of the 


problem of Asia Minor. But to turn 
him out and substitute an interna- 
tional state means little more than 
dressing the same problem up in a 
fresh disguise. Europe will not tol- 
erate British or French rule at the 
Bosphorus. Much less will Italy be 
permitted to take it over. An in- 
ternational state would be at the 
mercy of a Bulgarian foray at any 
moment when Europe was occupied. 
As for Greece having the one just 
claim, she is so far obtaining the 
least respectful hearing. 


Meantime the condition in Asia 
Minor is going from bad to worse. 
We shall have fresh fighting be- 


tween Creek and Turk in the hin- 
terland of Smyrna. Italian troops 
in toward 
Konieh, where the Turk would have 
his capital, if he were exiled trom 
Europe. And all hope of an Amer- 
ican mandate has gone climmering. 
No one should exaggerate the 
present or future importance of the 
difference of opinion between Paris 
and London over the astern ques- 
tion at the present hour. It is a 
purely professional squabble  be- 
tween two sets of diplom'ts, it wil 
not disturb the underlying friend- 
ship and co-operation between the 
two nations. It will be _ settled 
amiably or left unsettled with 
equal amiability in the end. What is 
important is the fact that the squab- 
ble once more discloses the fatal 
inability of Europe, of the Paris 
conference to reach a decision. 


Asia Minor, a_ territory larger 
than Germany, is going back to war 
breeding chaos, the Dardanelles and 


the Bosphorus, the gates of the 
Black sea, the road to Asia by land, 
is being permitted to become again 
the basis for international rivalry. 
The Western question, after various 
transformations is being born again 
in an even more threatening shape. 
Finally—and the thing weuld be 
ludicrous, if it were not tragic—the 
“Sick Man” is apparently entering 
upon one more of those convales- 
ences which have again and again 
proven miracles of evil for the whole 
civilized world. 


Last Night’s Dreams; What They Mean

“The 
watchman guarding the sleeping 
household has been overpowered and 
has to awaken it in calling for 
help.” In any dream of pain, even 
though the dreamer is not awakened 
the censor has more or less lost 
controL.L Thus the scientists.

HEALTH TALKS | 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M.D. 


NO GERMS ON HAND TODAY. 

Some tin@ ago I said in an article 
entiled “What Germs Have You on 
Hand?” that the hands can and uni- 
versally do carry living germs 
capable of causing serious illness, 
and that hand infection is the thing 
modern surgeons and nurses labor 
so hard to prevent and the menace 
which hangs over the Ilying-in 
chamber. I also said that perfect 
cleanliness PLUS trained aseptic 
intelligence—which only the hos- 
pital trained nurse can acquire 
and apply+protect patients from 
these ever-present dangers. But I 
quoted from a personal communi- 
cation from one of the foremost 
bacteriologists of the country who 
took occasion to say that certain 
diseass germs, such as diphtheria 
bacilli, survive on objects in the 
sickroom for as long as forty to 
sixty days, according to his ex- 
perience in making bacteriological 
cultures. I had stated in a preced- 
ing article that disease germs do 
not commonly survive many min- 
utes away from their host, that is, 
the body of the person, animal or 
insect that harbors them. 

Dr. Lawrason Brown, of Trudeau, 
N. Y., an authority on tuberculosis, 
has been carrying out some inter- 
esting tests in collaboration with 
Mr.,S. A. Petroff and Dr. Gilberto 
Pasquera, These investigators were 


unable to demonstrate by culture or 
by inoculation of guinea pigs the 
presence of tubercle bacilli in the 
PUST from a room occupied by a 
patient with many bacilli in the 
sputum and a cough so explosive 
that the patient seldom had time to 
cover the mouth. 

They were unable to find any tu- 
bercle bacilli on the MOUTHPIECE 
OF THE TELEPHONE used in com- 
mon by the patients at Trudeau. 
Inoculation was negative in these 
tests also. 

They even failed to produce tu- 
berculosis in guinea pigs by ex- 
posing the animals directly to dust 
inhalation for half an hour. How- 
ever, dust inhalation has unques- 


tionably precipitated infection of 
the lungs with tuberculosis in other 
animal experiments, .and probably 
does so in human beings. 

EATING UTENSILS which ordi- 


| nated with tubercle bacilli, but such 
'utensils 


narily come in CONTACT with the 
lips or mouth were found contami- 


which ordinarily do not 
touch the lips or mouth were not 
found contaminated. Thus SPOONS, 
FORKS, GLASSES and CUPS used 
by tubercular patients were con- 
taminated with bacilli; knives ant 
plates remained free. Dr. Brown 
and his collaborators assert that, as 

W. Price has proved, ordinary 
washing and rinsing in very hot 
water is sufficient to sterilize such 
utensils. 

Attempts to recover’ tubercle 
bacilli from the HAND of a second 
person who had just shaken hands 
with a tubercular patient who had 
purposely coughed repeatedly in 


his hand, failed. Likewise it proved 
impossible to find tubercle bacilli 
on the doorknob repeatedly handled 
by a patient whose sputum con- 
tained many bacilli and who pur- 
posely coughed repeatedly into his 
hands before handling the knob. 

KISSING proved a positive way of 
infetting the surface kissed by the 
individual with tubercle bacilli in 
the sputum. 


‘As the investigators are careful 
to say, ths experiments are not

require study.

At the tong meeting an old man 
starts in a chanting cadence, his 
eyes cast down to the ground. The

It may be 
Chinese immigration, of trade. ven- 
tures or the murderous feud with 
the On Leong Tong. 

Although they have adopted west- 
ern clothes and have cut their 
queues and have made success in 
business, their minds are Oriental 
minds and their tongue is the Ori- 
ental tongue. 

It is a far ery from their land of 
pale yellows and exultant blues that 
tinkle with silver pagoda bells 


through lotus-scented breezes to 


the murky, foul-smelling room that 
is their rendezvous in the western 
world. But they retain the mellow | 
patina of ancient wisdom, ancient | 
culture and intolerance.

The Bible in Chinese 


(From the New York Sun.) 

Efforts of Chinese and foreign 
translators, who have for twenty- 
five years toiled to interpret the 
Holy Scriptures into the Chinese 
language, have been repaid at last 
by the completion of the arduous 
task. he “Revised Mandarin Bi- 
ble.” as it will be known, will be 
offered to a monstrous public, as 
more than one-fourth of the world’s 
inhabitants live in the republic of 
China, which has approximately 
four times as many people under its 
five-barred rainbow flag as live un- 
der the Stars and Stripes. 

The completion of the “Revised 
Mandarin Bible’’ is a milestone in 
Chinese missionary work. The 


translating was done by the ablest 
missionary linguists in collaboration 
with CRinese scholars, with the re- 
sult that the translation is consid- 
ered one of the most perfect liter- 
ary productions in the “Pu-tung 
hwa,” as they say in China. 

Totaling the time consumed by 
the translation committee it has 
been figured that several hours 
were spent on each verse. And there 
are 31,175 verses in the Bible! 

Rev. Chauncey Goodrich, D. D., 
chairman of the translation com- 
mittee, now in his eighty-third 


year, says: “During these years of 
toll towether we have learned what 
to us has been a wonder and a great 
gladness that the Mandarin collo- 
quial is a language worthy to stand 
alongside the great languages of 
the world. Unlike the dialects of 
southeast China, it is written, and 
under the hands of a master, both 
for prose and poetry, is nearly 
equal to all demands that might be 
made upon it. = J 

“To me it has been 4 constant 
miarvel that the Bible, as has now 
been rendered, both in the classical 
style and in the Mandarin collo- 
quial, Is so nearan approach to the 
original languages of the Scrip- 
tures, wé may be grateful that the 
Bible is almost free frem abstract 
terms, so foreign to the genius of 
the Chinese tongue.” 

The work of the translation has 
cost the Bible societies $132,000 


without counting additional amounts 
paid by missionary societies in sal- 
aries to their missionary translators 
to this work. 

The new version will be printed 
in China and hundreds of orders 


from all parts of the country are 
waiting to be filled as soon as the 
first copiea come from the press in 
February, 1920.

7.—Di.- 
tribution of wine from producer to 
consumer up to Janw&Ary 15 under 
an option contract previding for 


completion of the sale of the wine 
only if the wartime prohibition act 
should be lifted before constitution- 
al prohibition goes into effect, has 
been approved by Danied C. Roper, 
commissioner of internal revenue,

California, published today. 

The purchiser must post a de- 
posit according to the type of con- 
tract involved in the decision, and 
if failure to lift the wartime pro- 
hibition ban should prevent con- 
summation of the gs&le the deposit 
would be forfeited. If the gseller 
is satisfied with keeping the deposit 
the wine may remain in the hands of 
the purchaser, according to the ex- 
planation made by Collector War- 
dell.

MITT GAME GAINS 
AS COLLEGE SPORT 


Boom Is Being Experi- 
enced in Boxing 
Throughout Universities 
and Larger Schools of 
Country — Coaches Are 
Being Engaged. 


New York, January 7.—Boxing as 


an intercollegiate sport is rapidly 
gaining supporters at a number of 
colleges and universities in all parts 
of the country and championship 
tournaments under revised ring 
rules are not at all unlikely within 
the next few years. Inter- varsity 
bouts between picked boxing teams 
representing Oxford and Cambridge 
universities have been part of the 
annual English sport schedule for 
many years and similar contests are 
not entirely unkonwn in the United 
States. 

It is expected that such meetings 
will’ become more frequent as the 
boom in boxing gathers strength. 
The tendency in this direction is 
shown by a number of recent re- 
ports of boxing activity among the 
collegians. Word comes from 
Peoria, Ill., that the “Little Con- 
ference” has included boxing in its 
list of major sports and that a 
championship tournament would be 
held next spring. 

In the east the University of 
Pennsylvania has long beén an ar- 
dent advocate of boxing for the 
college athlete and has several 
times suggested the formation of an 
intercollegiate boxing league. At 
the present time both Pennsylvania 
and Pann. State college have the 
largest squads of boxers trying for 
the teams in the history of the 
sport. Both squads aro under the 
instruction of competent coaches 
and there will be a dual tournament 
early in the spring between thetwo 
institutions as was the case in 1919. 
Dartmouth and other colleges inthe 
east have engaged boxing coaches 
and plan intramural tournaments 
with the possibility of broader ac- 
tivity within a year or two. 

The plan for a set of interna- 
tional boxing rules to supercede the 
antiquated Marquis of Queensberry 
code promises to be a subject of 
considerable controversy during 
the come months. The Army, 
Navy and Civilian Board of Boxing 
Control tn this country recently 
sent a representative abroad with 
the outline for new regulations, 
Later it was learned that the In- 
ternational Boxing Federation, a 
European organization, was also at 
work on such a set of rules. It was 
further learned that there was a 
wide gulf between the proposed 
codes and that so far as the Euro- 
pean authorities were concerned 
there was little inclination to adopt 
the American ideas. 


n Lower California — 


American Heavy Will 
Meet Georges Carpentier 
in United States at Ear- 
ly Date, According to 
Agreement Reached by 
Managers. 


Los Angeles, January 7.—Jack 
Dempsey woke up this morning to 
learn from the public prints that 


he and George Carpentier, of France, 


would meet in the ring some time 
soon at Tiajuana, Lower California. 

James D. Coffroth recently ob- 
tained an agreement from Demp- 
sey’s manager, Jack Kearns, for 
the champion to meet Carpentier at 
Tiajuana for a purse of $400,000 
and news cablegrams last night 
brought word that Carpentier’s 
manager, Descamps, had agreed to 
the match. The only stipulation 
was that it be not over fifteen 
rounds, and to this Coffroth, in San 
Diego, expressed no disagreement. 

“A fight of that length ought to 
be decisive, especially with heavy- 
weights,” he said. 


Date Not Fixed. 


Regarding the date for the watch 
Coffroth in a statement given out 
at San Diego said he could not fix 
it definitely, although he expressed 
a desire to hold it as soon as the 
arena he plans could be construct- 
ed at Tiajuana. This arena, he 
announced, would seat 50,000 per- 
sons, Construction, he declared, 
would take sevéral months, 

The site of the arena will be 
near the track and big grandstand 
of the Lower California Jockey club. 

Referring to participation in the ~ 
negotiation by Charles Harvey, his 
representative in Paris, Coffroth 
said the only instructions given to 
Harvey were to offer the best terms 
possible to Carpentier’s manager. 

“Until I hear from Harvey or 
Descamps,” he said, “I shall be more 
or less in the dark, of course, but 
it will not take long to start op- 
erations here when we hear from 
the other sige. I am sure I am 
not over sanguine when I say |L 
hope for an attendance which will 
total $1,500,000. 

“Naturally, I should like to have 
the fight in the summer time, when 
we can be absolutely sure the 
weather will be good. «But thedate 
mugt depend largely on what the 
beabes themselves say about it. 
“Dhe division of the money is 
another question which the boxers 
must decide.” 

Kearns, Dempsey and Coffroth 
said they favored July as the 
fight date and all expressed satis- 
faction with Georges Carpentier’s 
acceptance of Coffroth’s offer. They 
said they would agree to Carpen- 
tier’s suggestion on limiting the 
fight to fifteen rounds. 

Length Is Acceptable. 

“The fifteen-round limit set by 
Descamps is all right with me,” 
Kearns sald. “Personally, I do not 
believe the fight will last much 
longer than one round. Six would 
sult Dempsey and me just as well as 


fifteen.

which seemed much out of the or- 
dinary. Never have I seen a catch- 
er pull one exactly similar. 

Cleveland was playing in Detroit. 
The play involved Jack Graney, of 
Cleveland; Ainsmith, of Detroit, and 
a high fly ball. The fact that 
Ailnsmith somewhat misjudged the 
fly made the play possible. Graney 
wads on second, two men were out, 
and the batter hit a high fly di- 
rectly in front of the plate. It 
was impossible to tell whether the 
ball would go fair or foul. A high 
wind was blowing that made the 
judgment of such fly balis diffi- 
cult. Ainsmith kept circling un- 
der the ball, while Graney, playing 
proper baseball, was tearing in from 
second, so that he would have a 
chance to score, if the ball fell safe, 
or was .muffed by the Detroit 
catcher. 

The high wind did such stunts 
with the ball, that Ainsmith failed 
to get his hands on it. It struck 
the ground about three feet in front 
of him, took 4@ reverse english and 
bounded back toward Ainsmith. 
About this time Graney was about 
fifteen feet from the plate. The 
ball hit the ground and then bound- 
ed into Ainsmith’s hands. Taking 
in the situation at a glance, he hast- 
ily turned, and made a regular foot- 
ball dive toward Graney, who had 
started a feet first slide.

Georgia Crops During 1919 
Three Times Total of Last Census Year and 
$15,000,000 Greater Than Any Other 
Year—Minor Crops on Splendid Com- 
mercial Basis. 


The Empire State produced over six hundred millfon dollars’ worth 
of agricultural products exclusive of live stock in 1919, almost three tim 
the total of the last census year and more than at any time in history, 
according to the crop summary of the co-operative crop reporting service 
released Wednesday by the union agency of state and federal depart- 
ments of agriculture. { 
This is more.than fifteen million dollars greater than In the previous 
year, in spite of the worst crop season in a decade and record boll- 
weevil damage. ' 
The year has heen marked agriculturally by th eplacing of minor 
crops, such as tobacco and sugarcane, on a commercial basis, and in a 
large number of counties. The season of 1918 had already seen peanuts 
and velvet beans beéome principal crops. With the wide spread of the 
boll weevil further diversification is expected. Indeed, the ravages of the 
insect caused heavy abandonment of cotton early in the season, and this 
was largely replaced by food and feed crops. .- 

Other Big Crops. 
Among other features of the report are the huge totals reached by 
sweet potatoes, pecans and sorghum. As expected, the peach crop ran 
well over fifteen million, becoming one of the ranking products. Though 
the year was not particularly favorable for this fruit, the large number 
of W groves gave an unprecedented total. 
Many important facts can be discovered by study of the figures, par- 
ticularly when this is placed on the simple basis of valuation per acre. 
Peanuts, sorghum, sugarcane and sweet potatoes give splendid returns 
which will compare very wel with cotton. This suggests the use of 
these and other crops used with them in rotation as solution of the 
problem of what to do now that the weevil has come. 
The estimates appended are derived principally fram figures of a 
corps of local correspondents of selected and trained men numbering 
from ten to thirty to the county, revised by the crop reporting board at 
Washington and the local field agent. They are based not only on_esti- 
mates, but on surveys of many thousand farms. For the major crops, 
they are usually within 4 or5 per cent of the truth, with a stiN closer 
estimate on cotton. Anyone interested can secure a copy of this summary

Interesting Data Announced 
by Juvenile Protective 
Association. 


In spite of the fact that a large 
number of them were considered in- 
corrigible and delinquent, 83 per cent 
of the 7,600 children under the ju- 
risdiction of the Juvenile Protective 
association in eight southern states 
have made good. This fact was 
brought out in a report by Crawford 
Jackson, general secretary of the as- 
sociation, at the annual meeting 
held at the Ansley yesterday noon. 

“During the year 1919,” said Mr. 
Jackson, “more than 4,000 reports 
and circulars were mailed out, and 
moré than 4,250 letters. Recognition 
of the worth of our work has been 
evidenced by generous contributions, 
During the year we had use of the 
sum of $8,396, an increase of $1,860 
over the preceding year. This, of 
course, does not embrace the much 
larger amount raised, and spent by 
local associations, and the juvenile 
courts supported by municipal, coun- 
ty or state aid, 

Associations Formed. 

“Mississippi is not alone 
having an adequate juvenile court 
and probation system. , Georgia 18 
without it. No state visited by your 
general secretary has this system 
both legalized and operated as it 
should be. The juvenile and domes- 
tic relations court*of Richmond is 
one of the best of its kind in the 
country, and especially in the south. 
The following associations were 
formed during the year: At Ocala, 
for Marion county, Florida; at Green 
Cove Springs, for Clay county, Flor¢ 
ida; at Orlando, for Orange county, 
Florida; at Titusville, for Brevard 
county, Florida; at DeFuniak 
Springs, for Walton county, Florida; 
at Marianna, for Jackson county, 
Florida; at Kinston, for Lenoir 
county, North Carolina; at Pulaski, 
for Pulaski county, Virginia. A 
strong executive committee of five 
was appointed at Florence, Ala. 

“A number of interesting cases 
were handled. One of these was 
Margaret Lopez, of ‘Tampa, whose 
father is dead and who was turned 
over by her poor mother to a cere 
tain woman in Tampa for adoption. 
This woman abused her and beat 
her and 19 scars were found on the 
child. The woman was prosecuted, 
found guilty, and the little girl re- 
moved to the excellent home of Mr. 
and Mrs. H. G. Beckwith, who got 
me in touch with Margaret.” 

Mr, Jackson also read an original 
poem, which was much enjoyed.
